Representative Springer of Illinois is also of the 
opinion that Senator Edmun qs is entitled to the 
position. To the Posr- Dia ο currespondent he 
said last evening that in his opinion Mr. Logan could 
not afford to accept the position, and for the Re- 
publican members to put him in the place would 
seem like defyin¢e the will of the people.

“Tie Oath prescrived by law was accordingly 
admiuistered to the Hon. Taos. W. Ferry aud ue 
thereupon assumed tie chair. 

“Tne credentials of the following Senators having 
been heretufore presented, the outas prescribed by 
law were adiministered to them and they took their 
seats in the Senate.“ 

When the senators meet, if they agree on Gen- 
eral Logan, it will be very easy for Senator Ed- 
munds to take the chair for five or six minutes and 
tien give way.

THE CIVIL COURTS. 


Decision in the Carr-Davis Case—A Life 
Insurance Suit—Legal Notes. 

Judge Thayer rendered a decision to-day on the 
motion to strike from the files the amended bill in 
tus case of Superintendent Carr of the Insurance 
Department against George J. Davis. The original 
petition was a suit against the Levison & 
Biythe Stationery Company to recover 
the proceeds of a note drawn on 
the company to pay the subscription to the capital 
stock of the Mound City Life Insurance Company. 
Che theory was that tue note was neld in trust by 
tue insurance company with otner notes received 
n part payment of stock subscriptions, and that 
it had beea unlawfully withdrawn from the custody 
of the In.urance Company and surrendered to the 
Stationery Company with a view of releasing 
tus latter from its stock liability, Defendant Da- 
vis, who is the sole defen: iant in the amended peti- 
tion, was named as one of the defendants in the 
originai couiplaimt, together with the Receiver of 
tne Life Association. 

Toe amended petition prayed for a 
2 aga ust the defendant Davis, 

or $500,000 tor the alleged convers on 
uf a large amount of personal securities formerly 
belonging to the insurance company. Tune court 
regards the first petition as stating a single 
cau-e for recovery on stock liability on the 
ground that an attempt had been made to release 
tue stockhoider in a frauduient manner. The 
amended bill substitutes a new and different cause 
ot action against Davis for intermeddiing with and 
disturving u arge body of trust assets, Tue lin 
of such an amended bill is not permissibie under 
the statute. 


The Britton Case. 

In the case of Carr, superintendent of insurance, 
against James H. Britton, the Court sustained the 
demurrer to the plea of res adjudicata. The suit 
sought to charge Mr. Britton with liability for notes 
executed by himséif which have come to his pos- 
session, on the ground that be received and 
appropriated them with notice of a trust attachi g 
tuerew.

Last spring he was out of office and engaged in 
what ap to be at that time an Aimost udpe- 
less struggle for re-election to the Senate. He bad 
no property except a house in Chicago, aud if he 
had failed at Springfield would have bad a hard 
struggle to have made up an income in the egal 
profession. this 1 mean that Lad 
no practice established,. as he has 
not given any time to the practice 
of law s nce he has been iu public lite. Wien he 
was elected Senator at Springfleld his bad luck 
changed. He returned to Washington and in the 
dullest season of the year bought a hanadsoine real 
estate property for $20,000, in a location where reai 
estate was just beginning to move up. this 
property he bought eatirely upon credit, us he had 
no money to make even a first payment. The rent 
of bis house in Chicago issufficient to pay the in- 
teres: and taxes upon tuis property. As tue Logans 
live plainly, the Senator expects to be abie to pay 
for tuis house in the course of time from the 
moderate savings of his salary. The increase of 
$3.000 a year attached to the acting Vice-President's 
office woulda probably enable nim to pay for his 
house during the next three years. iis book 
promises well, his publisher’s say. His reai estate 
purchase this year promises to realize for him 
withiu the next five or six years three times what 
he gave for it. The change between his condition 
last spring and this fail is oneof the sharp aud 
marked contrasts which are so often presented in 
the lives of energetic, seif-reliani men.
